BAYONETS USED AT RUSSELL FUNERAL. 


Soldiers Have to Drive Back the Wom- 
en and Men Whe Seek to 
Steal Flowers. 


Boston, Mass., July 20.—[Special.]—There 
was a strange and exciting incident in con- 
nection with the funeral of ex-Gov. Rus- 
sell today, the like of which has never be- 
fore been witnessed in this country. Mor- 
bid desire on the part of some of those who 
were admitted to the city hall at Cambridge 
to view the body, to possess some memento 
of the sad occasion, led them fo attempt to 
take fronr+he catafalque the flowers which 
sorrowing friends had sent. The body was 
guarded during the time that it lay In state 
by a squad from the First Corps of Cadets. 
of which organization Gov. Russell was a 
member. The directions had been for them 
to stand in the position known as ‘“ order 
arms '’’ during the time that the public. was 
permitted to look at the body. Soon after 
the procession of people began it became 
evident that there was an urgent necessity 
for doing actual guard duty if the desecra- 
tion of the decorations, and even of the 
body, was to be prevented. Women, more 
particularly than men, seemed possessed to 
take~gomething away with them, and one 
became even so bo]d as to attempt to cut off 
a lock of hatr from the ex-Governor’s head. 
| So exhausting did the work of protecting 
the body and its surroundings become that 
the guard had to be changed several! times 
in the three hours during which the body 
lay in state. When at last the time was up 
the crowd in the hallways and at the en- 
trance had to be forced back at the point of 
the bayonet before the doors could be closed. 

Many prominent people came to Cam- 
bridge to attend the services. The body was 
removed at 3 o’clock from the city hall to 
the Shepard Memorial Church, where, an 
hour later, the last services were held. 

Among the first to arrive at the church was 
President Cleveland; Joseph Jefferson, and 
Lieut.-Gov. Wolcott, attended by Adjutant- 
General Dalton. Here they were met by 
Chief Justice Fuller of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, who had: come from 
Sorrento, Me., and were escorted to the 
front pew. The church rapidly filled, and 
shortly before 4 o'clock the immediate fam- 
ily were escorted up the aisle to the pew op- 
posite that where the President sat. The 
ushers were classmates of ex-Gov. Russell. 

The Rev. Alexander McKenzie delivered 
an eulogy on Gov. Russell, a tribute that 
was remarkable for its beauty of language, 
depth of feeling, and pathos.

They have a num- 
ber of patriots in their ranks, each one of 
whom thinks he would make just as good a 
Coroner as “ Jim’’ McHale, just as good a 
Recorder as “* Sam ’’ Chase, or just as good 
a State'’s-Attorney as “ Jake’’ Kern. In 
support of these claims they urge that if the

Close of the Deal. 


So it Happens that Mr. Darrell, whois gen- 
erally credited with engineering the deal, is 
to. bring Secretary Burke here tomorrow to 
properly sign and deliver the deeds whereby 
it is agreed that the Populists shall be rep- 
resented on the Popocratic ticket in Chicago 
this fall.

Altgeld is exceedingly anxious to get that 
indorsement. He is willing to give a good 
deal for it, and Altgeld is the virtual boss 
not only of the State, but of the Cook Coun- 
ty Popocratic machine. If he says, as itis 
asserted here he has said, that room must 
be made on the Cook County ticket for Popu- 
listic candidates, there is nothing else for 
the Gahans, Burkes, and Brennans of Chi- 
cago to do but obey him. They may dislike 
the medicine, but they have to take it, and 
Altgeld will assure them it will do them 
good. It is hard, however, for these Popo- 
cratic statesmen from the First, Fifth, 
Bighteenth, and Twenty-ninth Wards to 
give up even a little of the promised spoils 
when the chance of getting them is so slight 
and the applicants so many that they should 
not be blamed for-making a wry face over 
the matter. 

Fusionists in the Legislature.

“ The Declaration of American Independ- 
ence, the corner-stone of our republic, pro- 
claims the solemn truth, ‘ All men are cre- 
ated equal; they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights: 


|. among these are life, liberty, and the pur- 


suit of happiness; to secure these rights 
governments are instituted among them.’ 
We therefore deciare that life, liberty, and 
happiness are not secured when land monop- 
olies by law hold millfons of acres of land 
for speculative greed, while millions-of in- 
dustrious families are forced to live and die 


‘without homes. We declare that-life, liberty, 


and happiness are not secured when high- 
Way monopolies by charter, grant, and 
vested privileges lay tribute and toll on 
American travel and traffic, limited only by 
the merciless greed of soulless corporations. 
We declare that life, liberty, and happiness 
are not secured when the government re- 
fuses to coin money for the people and prose- 
cute the people as counterfeiters if they coin 
money for themselves, and then in the name 
of the law binds the homeless and money- 
less millions for generations to come in 
serfdom and death by issuing bonds to bor- 
row money. 

** We declare that life, liberty, and happi- 
ness can be secured by a just system of land 
laws preventing land monopolies; a just sys- 
tem of highway laws, preventing highway 
monopoly; and a just system of money laws 
preventing money monopoly. 

Ideas of Forcfathers. 

“Our patriotic fathers who framed the 
Constitution declared that it was framed 
and adopted: 

“*In order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquill- 


ity, provide for the common defense; pro- 


mote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our pos- 
terity.’ And we affirm that all laws passed 
and all policies adopted by our government 
must have for their object one or more of 
these results; otherwise they are void under 
the Constitution and contrary to the spirit 
of the republic. 

“Standing devotedly by the foregoing 
principles as fundamental we declare: 

“Our lawmakers in allowing aliens, cor- 
porations, and monopolies to absorb our 
lands by law have not ‘ established justice,’ 
but injustice; have not promoted the general 
welfare and secured to us and our posterity 
blessings of liberty, but have produced home- 
less millions in distress and poverty where 
God gives ‘dominion over the earth’ has 
been taken from them by the law of the land. 

‘“*We declare that a few traffic associa- 
tions and corporations own all our railways, 
holding a power to set the salaries of the 
officers of such corporations at five times 
of the salaries of the officers of the gov- 
ernment which created them; scaled down 
the wages of the employés to starvation 
margins, issue bonds into multiplied mill- 
ions of dollars at their own discretion, and 
override that provision of the Constitution 
which says: ‘ No preference shall be given 
by any regulation of commerce to ports of 
one State over those of another,’ and com- 
pel the South and West to pay millions an- 
nually in upholding the traffic centers and 
ports of the East; they break down every 
principle of republican government: tax us 
without representation, produce poverty, 
engender strife, and germinate strikes which 
destroy instead of ‘insure domestic tran- 
quility,” and to protect the rights of these 
corporations and adjust the differences be- 
tween them and the people; they have filled 
our country with federal courts; over which 
the people have no jurisdiction and which 
in turn ‘ eke out the substance of the people,’ 
all of which can be secured by government 
ownership of these highways. 


All Serts of Debts. 


“When we find a fixed national, State, 
county, municipal, corporation,:and mort- 
gage debt overhanging our country of more 
than $500 per capita; and find our mints 
closed by law to the coinage of silver, which 
shas been used as money for 3,000 years: 
and when the government refuses to issue 
paper money for the people and then char- 
ters banks which have ng place in our Con- 
stitution, and which Jefferson said were 
more dangerous to the liberties of the peo- 

le than standing armies, and give them 

ontrol over the money of the country—we 

know that our lawmakers did not make 
this system to ‘ establish justice, insure do- 
mestic tranquility, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure the blessings of liberty to 
gurselves and our posterity.’ 

“ Therefore we declare that no alien shall 
be allowed to own lands,in our country with- 
out first ‘becoming an American citizen. 

“ We declare that no corporation shall be 
allowed to own land except what Is necessary 
for the legitimate purposes for which such 
corporation was created. Believing that 
the home is the basic source of the grandest 
civiljzation, we demand that some just sys- 
tem shall be established by which all land 
monopoly shall be speedily abolished and 
the lands sacredly preserved for homes for 
our people and their posterity. 

“We point with pride to the fact that 
when Jehn Jay, our first envoy, went to 
foreign countries his instructions, signed by

enactment and applied in time of peace to 
the improvement of our country by canals, 
roads, and other useful institutions.’ 

** Recognizing the money question as the 
great question we declare that Congress 
alone has the power to coin and issue money. 
And this power cannot be delegateds-to cor- 
porations and individuals. This government 
has no power to emit bills of credit. Mr. 
Madison, who helped to draft the Constitu- 
tion, tells us that when the instrument was 
being formed a clause giving Congress the 
power to emit bills of credit or redeemable 
paper money was voted down by a majority 
of 9 to 2. The Constitution says: 

*** Congress shall have power to coin 
money, regulaté the value thereof, and of 
foreign coin.’ 

Only Government Money. 

‘*‘We therefore demand that Congress 
shall coin gold, s'iver, and paper into money, 
and shall regulate its value so as to make 
every dollar a full legal tender for all debts, 
both public and private, and give to each 
the same legal standard and function as 
money. We demand that all paper money 
shall be issued directly by the Treasury De- 
partment and be made receivable for all 
debts public and private. We demand the 
free and unlimited coinage of both silver and 
gold at the present legal ratio of 16 tol with- 
out waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation. Congress alone has the power 
to coin and issue money, and President 
Jackson declared that this power could not 
be delegated to corporations or individuals. 

‘“‘Thomas Jefferson tells us that when the 
Constitution was* being framed a proposi- 
tion to give Congress authority to charter 
banks was twice voted down; we therefore 
declare that Congress has no right to char- 
ter a bank. 

“The Constitution says: ‘No State shall 
coin money, emit bills of credit, make any-

thing but gold or silver coin a tender in the 
payment of debts.’ 

** We therefore declare that a State having 
no power to emit bills cannot charter State 
banks with power to coin money. 

“We repeat the words of Mr. Jefferson 
wherein he said: ‘ Interdict forever to both 
State and Nation the power to establish a 
paper bank.’ 

“ The effort now being made by the gold 
edebg to convert all the vast debt that has 

een legislated upon:us into a gold debt and 
fasten this system by charter contract to 
banks and with bonds running fifty years 
and to bind us by treaty compact with other 
nations under the guise of an international 
conference which permanently demonetize 
silver, make gold the only money to pay 
debts and bank bills the only money of circu- 
lation, must be averted or liberty and this 
republic will soon perish, and we call upon 
all patriotic citizens to join with us to pre- 
vent this impending crisis. 

“We arraign the Republican party for 
having established the gold standard in this 
country and we arraign the Democratic 
party for maintaining it. 

** We declare that the act of 1873 demone- 
tizing silver has resulted in the appreciation 
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as should appear most willing and capable 
of aiding in the restoration of silver to its 
rightful place as standard money. 

‘The Democratic party in its Chicago 
convention has taken a position im its plat- 
form so pronouncedly’ favorable to silver 
and has nominated candidates of such unu- 
sual, unquestionable convictions in favor of 
the bimetallic policy, and of such high per- 
sonal character, that we have determined to 
give them our support. We support such 
candidates because they represent the great 
principal of bimetallism, whieh we believe 
to be the cause of humanity and civilization 
and the paramount question now before the 
American people. 


Will Fight for Bryan. 

“We therefore announce that we shall 
by voice and vote support Bryan and Sewall 
for President and Vice-President, and we 
appeal to all citizens, and especially to Re- 
publicans who feel as we do, that gold mono- 
metallism would be of lasting injury to the 
country, to act with us in securing their elec- 
tion. 

‘‘The Democrats who believe in the gold 
standard are announcing their intention to 
support McKinley or proposing to puta third 
candidate in the field for the avowed purpose 
of aiding Mr. McKinley’s election. A great 
number of leading and infiuential Demo- 
cratic journals have declared that they will 
support the Republican nominees. It is evi- 
dent that there is to be a union of forces on 
the part of the advocates and supporters of 
the gold standard to elect Mr. McKinley 
and a Congress favorable to him, which will 
support the financial policy outlined in the 
Republican platform. 

‘To those who believein bimetallism,which 
means the equal treatment of both gold and 


e silver at the mints of the Nation, there is 


but one course to pursue, and that is to unite 
all the silver forces, and to oppose with all 
our might the candidates representing the 
policy which we believe is fraught with dis- 
aster to the Nation and ruin to the people. 

‘*Gold monometallism means the shifting 
to gold alone as primary money of all the 
burdens of commerce 
borne by gold and silver, and as the world’s 
stock of these metals always has been about 
equal in amount, it means the doubling of the 
burden on gold. Doubling the burden on gold 
means doubling the demand for the same, 
and doubling the demand of necessity dou- 
bles the valuethereof. This gradual shifting 
to gold of all the burdens of both gold and 
silver has caused a gradual and steady in- 
crease in the value of every dollar redeem- 
able in gold, and hence a gradual and steady 
decline in the value of every commodity that 
is méasured by that dollar. 


Censure Maj. McKinley. 


“The Republicans and supporters of Mr. 
McKinley consented to the insertion in the 
St. Louis platform of the gold standard 
declaration thinly veneered by a declaration 
for bimetallism ‘ when the leading commer- 
cial nations of the world should consent,’ 
but ungil that consent was secured the gold 
standard must be maintained. It is well 
known that this consent cannot be secured 
from Great Britain, and that such declara- 
tion. for bimetallism means nothing with 
this limitation onit. Mr. McKinley consent- 
ed to the declaration for the gold stamdard 
in the platform, and in his recent speeches 
has accepted it, and has become the advo- 
cate thereof. He has shown by his‘speeches 
heretofore made that he understood the 
danger of the gold standard and the distress 
which would be inflicted on the American 
people by its adoption, and yet he pledges 
the people to support and maintain that sys- 
tem, and fasten on thém all the evils of the 
ncn ver system which he has heretofore 

ated, if they will make him President. 

‘Whatever may have been his attitude 
on the money question in the past, he must 
inevitably hereafter support the same finan- 
cial system that the present Democratic 
administration has, and, if elected, must 
continue the policy of Mr. Cleveland tn the 
sale of bonds in time of peace. With the 
election of Mr. McKinley we may look 
for a continued increase of the public debt 
and the sale of bonds to maintain the gold 
standard. 


“That the condition of the country is not.

1873 affords the only ground of hope for the 
betterment of the distressed condition of 
all the classes except those who live by the 
increment that money loaned gives to those 
who loan it, we apheal to all classes to rally 
to the support of the only candidate whose 
success indicates any hope of relief. 

“Let the merchant and »business-man 
whose dwindling and lessened profits have, 
despite his care and economy, brought him 
face to face with prospective bankruptcy 
and ruin; the professional man, whose best

** Let the lesson of poverty, too recent and 
too plain to be gainsaid or denied, be heeded, 
and let there be no fear that a system that 
so wonderfully protected labor, developed 
business enterprises, and secured to the 
Nation a contented and prosperous people 
in the past will do aught but bring to us 
a return of like prosperity, the predictions 
of disaster of our opponents to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

“In Mr. Bryan ‘the Chicago conventien 
placed at the head of its ticket a man of 
exceptional ability and of high character. 

“No man of his age was better known 
throughout the United States than he. A 
member of Congness for four years, he com-

Lincoln, Neb., July 20.—[Special.)]—Dele- 
gates from Colorado to the bimetallic con- 
vention have come to Lincoin, have promised 
William ‘J. Bryan all the way from 90 to

him give anew his adhesion to the cause of 
unlimited coinage of silver, and have gone 
on their way to St. Louis rejoicing. All 
this happened at the Bryan headquarters in 
the Lincoln Hotel this afternoon. 

Mr. Bryan, after a morning spent with 
his correspondence, came down to the hotel 
at noon, was shown for the first time to the 
suite: of rooms set apart for his personal 
headquarters, and fortified himself with one 
of Host Humphrey’s midday dinners for 
his meeting with the bimetallists. This was 
well, for a large percentage of the bimeta]l- 
lists were loaded with speeches. They came 
in at 140 o’clock—about forty of them—and 
had until 3:30 to spend with the candidate

“Il. N. Stevens of Denver, Chairman of the

League, introduced all his colleagues to Mr. 
Bryan in the pink parlor of the hote!, and 


/after that ceremony was performed rounded 


them up in front of the boy orator and got 
down to business. He said the silver dele- 
gates wished to pay their respects to Mr. 
Bryan, not as a candidate of a party but of 
the people in this struggle. 


Not for Selfish Reasons. 

He declared the peopie of Colorado were 
not for free silver for selfish reasons, as 
their: State produced more gold than silver 
and, according to the arguments of gold 
standard men, would profit most by a 
Single standard. He told the candidate he 
would get 00 per cent of the vote of Colorado 


and was applauded by the delegation. He 


promised him 99 per cent of the vote of the 
women of the State, who are pecularly dis- 
criminating in their judgment of men, and 
ra @ stili greater hit. He concluded 
with:

Bryan Issues a Letter. 


Each day the pile of letters at the home 
of William J. Bryan increases in size. In- 
Stead of catching up with his correspond- 
ents the Democratic Presidential candidate 
gets farther behind.

Editoriand Politician Strangely In- 
consistent—Failings Pointed Out. 


Omaha, Neb., July 20.—[Spectal.}—Careful 
and i tial investigation of the personal, 
politidal’ and professional record of William 
Jennings Bryan will convince any one that 
he is not qualified to become FP-esident of the 
United States. 

His record is one easy to arrive at, as it is 
short and significant. First of all, it must 
be understood, that Mr. Bryan's personal 
character is not in question. His private 
life, so far as any one can discover, is be- 
yond reproach. His life as it concerns his 
fellow-men is full of warning for the pecple 
who have been asked to trust him with the 
highest office they have to give, for his pre- 
dominant characteristics are weakness, SsuU- 
perficiality, and a total lack of perception 
of abstract right and wrong in politics. 

Mr. Bryan in his relations with other men 
has been a lawyer, a politician, and an ed- 
itor. In no one of these has he attained a 
pronounced success. Born in Illinois, edu- 
cated at an Illinois college, ani admitted *o 
the bar, he had but little practice when he 
moved to Nebraska. Of his legal work. in 
Lincoln, those who know him do not speak 
highly. Lawyers who were interviewed by 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent say that Bryan 
would never have made alawyer. He was, 
they say, neither a student nor a logician. 
He seemed unable to apply the principles of 
the profession to the case under considera- 
tion. Gifted beyond most men as an orator, 
possessing the faculty of dressing up in at- 
tractive form the work of others, he was 
still deficient in origital work, and at the 
close of some exquisitcly rounded period was 
frequently upset by the fact that he had 
misunderstood or misdirected the evidence. 


Sized Up by a Friend. 

“ Had it been possible for Bryan to talk 
to a jury without having to meet the argu- 
ments of the lawyer on the other side,”’ said 
one of his professional associates, .. he would 
have made a name for himself as a great 
jury lawyer. Unfortunately, a lawyer has 
to deal with evidence, which is reduced to 
writing. Hence it was that Bryan frequent- 
ly worked up a jury successfully by an im- 
passioned and telling @ppeal to their preju- 
dices, only to lose his case because the law- 
yer on the other side would overwhelm 
him with some bit of evidence whose signi- 
ficance he had entirely neglected. As an 
advocate before the people, where the facts 
are seldom agreed upon, and where collater- 
al incidents are not barred out, Bryan is 
great, but as a lawyer he is not worth con- 
sidering, as he probably never could rise 


even to comfortable mediocrity at the bar.”’ - 


Harsh though this opinion may seem, it 
is borne out by the record. Eight years 
ago, when only 28 years old, and when most 
young men in the law are still studying as- 
siduously, W. J. Bryan had begun to dip 
into politics. Talking to a free and easy 
audience, where there was no Judge on the 
bench to keep him down to the evidence, 
was more “congenial work than the law. 

Although he was earning but a bare live- 
Mhood, and although he had not been in Ne- 
braska long enough to entitle him to con- 
sideration, he drifted more and mofe into 
politics, and was frequently heard at smaller 
meetings of Democrats. In 1890 his .:pecu- 
liar gift of oratory won him the nomination 
for Congress. Tle ‘** took’’ from the start, 
and when he met Connell on the stump 
made it so lively for the latter that the 
joint debate was abandoned. Tricksy but 
eloquent, manifestly lacking in solid infor- 
mation of public issues, the ‘“‘ Boy Orator of 
the Platte’’ won his way into Congress by 
his tongue and not his brains. He was not 
posted on the tariff, and his speeches show 
this. He had, however, learned to talk glib- 
ly of the ‘‘ robber barons of the East,’”’ the 
‘protection, which builds up the classes 
and impoverishes the masses,” and similar 
stock phrases which may be found in the 
Congressional speeches of Democratic ora- 
tors for the last quarter of a century. 


Tricks Non-Thinking People. 


The people, however, drank their glass of 
foaming froth and thought it was beer. It 
‘was in this campaign, apparently, that the 
young orator learned a dangerous trick 
which he has never forgotten. He discov- 
ered that men could be swayed by passion 
and prejudice much more easily than by 
reason. He has never forgotten this lesson, 
and a perusal of W. J. Bryan’s speeches for 
the last six years and his editorials and ad- 
dresses for two years back show that he is 
ready to profit personally by the evil 
thoughts of others. Personally pure, he has 
been ready to pander in politics to those 
who lived unworthy lives. Being an orator 
and not a statesman, he was not afraid to 
array class against class, section against 
section. Early in his political life he sought 
to make capital by setting the West against 
the East. He knew better, and yet he did 
it again and again. Living in Nebraska, a 
beautiful prairie State, rapidly being de- 
veloped by Eastern capital, he did not hesi- 
tate to denounce the East as a section of 
money lenders. It was popular, andche did 
not hesitate to arouse the passions which 
some day may be hard to still. So, too, on 
the silver question, and he did not hesitate to 
denounce all who differed with him as op- 
pressors of the people. 

Because David B. Hill, the splendid lawyer 
and experienced public man, believed that 
free silver would be bad for the country, 
David B. Hill, notoriously a poor man, and 
the head of the Tammany Society, made up 
of the masses, if ever a society was, was 

remptly denounced as one of the “ robber 

arons of the East.” 


Consumed by Intolerant Zeal. 
William McKinley, good lawyer, as pure 


in life as ever was the young Nebraskan, . 


head of the great Committee on Ways and 
Means, of which Bryan was glad to be at the 
tail; poor as a church mouse, but paying all 
his obligations dollar for dollar, was de- 
nounced in turn as the unscrupulous agent 
of Eastern manufacturers. Nothing out- 
side of Nebraska escaped the intolerant 
zeal of the young reformer. As a“ de- 
nouncer”’ he was in his element. He de- 
nounced the railroads, the Chicago Board 
of Trade, the Republicans on general prin- 
ciples, the protectionists, the bankers, the 
foreigners wh® come here to take the bread 
out of American farmers’ mouths—all were 
bad, and all were conspiring to rob and en- 
Slave the people. 

But it was all wholesale. Bryan never 
would come down to details. He denounced 
the sugar trust, but he voted for a tariff 
bill constructed by the agents of that trust. 
jie denounced the manutacturers of barbed 
wire, yet he reported a bill from his com- 
mittee putti a heavy duty on barbed wire, 
and he supported that bill on the floor of the 
House. He denounced the bounty to the 
Louisiana sugar growers, but was discreetly 
6ilent when the Nebraska beet sugar men 


‘were given consideration in the following 
session. He denounced the railroads during 


the campaigns and praised them during off 
months. He denounced Thurston in 1894 
because he was the lawyer for the Union Pa- 
cific railroad—a position much beyond Bry- 
an’s professional attainments—and yet this is 
what he said in his paper June 3, 1895, when 
there was no election in sight: 

“It is safe to assert that during the five 
or six years that it has been under the pres- 
ent management the Union Pacific has been 


the most popular with the people along the. 


route of any of the transcontinental roads. 
And that in spite of the fact that it has been 
handicapped by debts incurred and disad- 
vantageous contracts made and non-paying 
branches built by its previous administra- 
tion. If the people have had, in the ver- 
nacular of Chicago, ‘ no kick coming,’ neither 
have the stockholders had one against the 
present management. This management 
is in policy and in personnel practically 
identical with the management of President 
Clark and General Manager Dickinson and 
some of their subordinates, brought back 
from other roads to so conduct the Union 
Pacific that its earning capacity developed 
marvelously, and promised, until the panic 
of 1893 struck’the West, to solve the Union 
Pacific debt question.” 

It may be interesting to note that at that 
time THE CHICAGO BUNE was demanding 
the readjustment of the affairs of the Union 
Pacific, and was roundly denounced by Mr. 
Bryan’s paper for so doing. 


Shifts to Push Himself. 


A complete survey of Mr. Bryan’s political 
career shows that he is wholly lacking in 
steadfastness to principles or to friends. 
Free trade was his chief war cry until the 
election of when he was beaten out 
of his boots in his campaign for the Senator- 
ship. Thereafter he dropped free trade 


.ing to get out of the field. 


“The less said about Mr. Brown’s record 
the more appropriate it will be. Asa private 
citizen he has never been anything but a 
‘barnacle on Omaha’s ship of progress.’ 
He has means, but no enterprise. He isa 
prominent citizen by years of residence, but 
has never shown the least public spirit. He 
is a relic of the past and not much of a 
relic at that. In public life he must have had 
some sort of a reeord years ago when Omaha 
was a village, but his only recent record was 
a conspirator against law, a defler of au- 


thority, and a usurper of office. Incidentally - 


he showed himself the tool of the political 
boss who resurrected him from the political 
dead to make him a Police Commissioner. 

“Democrats have no use for Brown—he 
has knifed too many Democratic tickets. 

‘“‘Citizens have no use for Brown, because 
as a citizen he has never done anything 
to promote the city’s development. He is 
neither a business-man with business nor a 
professional man with a practice, nor a 
builder of houses, nor an employer of labor. 
He is simply nething and has been for years. 
He belongs to the village era of Omaha’s 
history.” 

Neither Principles Nor Men Hold Him. 

This sounds funny when one remembe 3s 
that Mr. Bryan himself is “ neither a busi- 
ness-man with business nor a professional 
man with a practice, nor a builder of 
houses, nor an employer of labor,” but 
stranger than this is the fact that this same 
Brown only a few months after was chosen 
one of the silver delegates to Chicago, and 
chosen at the dictation of Bryan himself. 
It only goes to show the truth of the state- 
ment so often made here in Nebraska that 
William J. Bryan is true neither to prin- 
ciples nor men, and that he does not hesi- 
tate to change either whenever occasion 
suits and his own interests demand. It 
is a good bet at 16 to 1 that when free sil- 
ver is beaten next fall the ‘‘ boy orator” 
will hunt up some new issue on which to 
make future campaigns, but it will be still 
an issue in which he can continue placing 
the crown of thorns on the brow of crucified 
labor. 

And this brings one naturally to Mr. Bry- 
an’s editorial career. When heleft Congress 
on Sept. 1, 1894, he took editorial charge of 
the Omaha World-Herald. He had been 
talking largely about the downtrodden 
masses and the wicked corporatiqns. Here 
was his opportunity. Did he embrace Yj? 
Not he. One will look in vain through the 
editorial columns of the paper for ringing 
demands for better legislation for the work- 
ingmen. The great strike of 1894 was just 
over. Debs and his associates were sent to 
jail. Was the World-Herald aflame with 
indignation? Not a bit of it. Was the Su- 
preme Court denounced for its decision in 
the Debs case, as it was denounced for that 
upsetting the income tax? Far from it. 
Bryan was ready to inflame the masses 
against the classes, but whenever the re- 
sults of his inflammatory talk appeared he 
stepped aside discreetly. Debs and his as- 


sociates were in prison. They couldn't vote. - 


Not a True Friend to Labor. 


In the two years during which Mr. Bryan 
was perched on the “editorial tripod” he 
confined his attention first to free trade and 
‘W. J. Bryan for Senator, then to free silver 
and W. J. Bryan for its prophet. His love 
for the masses was abstract, never con- 
crete. The riots at Princeton, IIL, in the 
summer of 1895 would have furnished an 
excellent opportunity for a friend of labor to 
preach a few sermons against the pluto- 
crats, yet the poor Italian miners are served 
up in a fashion which they will not soon 
forget. Here is the extract from an editorial 
in the World-Herald Aug. 8, 1805: 

‘‘ As a class the Italian immigrants to the 
United States are not desirable. Of all the 
nations of Kurope they are theworst. They 
are ignorant, made so by bad government 
for centuries, which is their misfortune, and 
they have little or no knowledge of the spirit 
of our institutions. Life with them is cheap, 
and among the worst and the most ignorant 
it is but a step from their present condition 
to the bravo and bandit.”’ 

And again, Aug. 12: 

‘Among the most objectionable of the 
immigrants are the low grade Sicilian Ital- 
ians, the Huns, and Mexicans. These Ital- 
jans and the Huns are dénsely ignorant, and 
they care nothing for our institutions. Many 
are in worse condition than serfs, if under 
contract. As soon as they get a few hundred 
dollars back the Italians go to Italy to spend 
what they earn here. These Italians regard 
human life cheaply and the stilletto is a 
ready weapon to plunge into any one who 
angers them.”’ 


Flat Failare in All Lines. 


So far as professional success goes, Mr. 
Bryan did not do well asaneditor. Itisa 
fact well known here that aside from his 
specialties—free trade, free silver, and W. 
J. Bryan for Senator, his editorials were 
marked neither by genius nor originality, 
and the paper soon ran away from him. He 
did not even increase its circulation, and 
it became patent that it was the old game 
of fusion, Bryan having fused with the 
World-Heraid for Bryan’s exclusive benefit. 

Mr. Bryan’s place is on the stump. He 
did nothing in the law nor in journalism 
which would raise him above the average of 
his fellows. On the contrary, he was the 
inferior of many hard working men who 
never have been heard of. In Congress he 
was leng ago called the “ ball nozzle "’ states- 
man. A ball nozzle, it may be explained, is 
an eccentricity of mechanics, by which it 
is shown to be impossible to blow a ball 
from a funnel-shaped nozzle. So in Wash- 
irgton, years ago, he was likened to the 
ball nozzle, ‘‘ The more Bryan, the more 
blow.”’ 

Some time ago the elevator at the Gov- 
ernment Building in Lincoln wore a silver 


plate reciting the fact that “ W. J. Bryan 


secured the appropriation for this elevator.” 
The thing was so ridiculous in its Lillipu- 
tian pomposity that it was removed, but it 
measures the services to Nebraska of the 
Boy Orator of the Platte.

PLANNING TO ELECT BRECKINRIDGE 


Republicans and Sound Money Dem- 
ocrats to Fuse on Him. 
Lexington, Ky., July 20.—[Special.]—Col. 
W. C. P. Breckinridge’s forces stole a march 
on the Popocrats here today by calling to- 
gether the old City and County Democratic 
committee, which was largely Breckinridge 
in' sentiment and which was removed last 
week by the new Popocratic State Central 

committee. 

The old committee was supposed to be out 
of existence by the silver men, but seventeen 
of the twenty-five members met and ap- 
pointed a committee to devise plans for hold- 
ing a primary election to select candidates 
for the coming November election. 
committee is to report in two weeks. 

The new committees appointed by the 
Popocrats want a convention to nominate a 
Congressional candidate, but Breckinridge, 
who represents the sound money Democrats, 
wants a primary election, , 

The outcome of today’s action will be that 
the old District committee, which favors 
Breckinridge, will order a primary election, at 
which Breckinridge will be nominated. Then 
the Popocrats will nominate a silver candi- 
date. The Republicans will not put up a 
candidate, and the sound money men of 
both parties, uniting on Breckinridge, will 


elect him.

Fight Over West Side Case. 

When Ald. Campbell called up the ordi- 
‘nance granting the West Chicago Street 
railroad company permission to lay trolley 
lines in a number of West Side streets the 
two factions in the Council prepared fora 
hard fight. 

The new lines are to connect and con- 
tinue several lines now in operation and are 
to run in Kedzie, Armitage, Ashland, North, 
and Kimball avenues, Augusta and Robey 
streets, and Clybourn place in the North- 
west and Southwest Sides. 

A number of resolutions were offered, 
among them oné by Ald. Harlan requiring 
the street car company to. pave the streets 
trom curb tocurb. All were defeated. 

Ald. Harlan had a set-to with Ald. Hol- 
man ‘and Ald. Hambleton, which afforded 
the galleries great amusement and took up 
much time. 

The hardest fight was-oveér Sec. 12 of the 
ordinance empowering the street railway 
company.to run its trolley cars over any of 
its tracks. or over the tracks of any company 
with which It made such an agreement. 

Ald. Judah said this would open the way 
for trolley lines everywhere, and moved to 
strike out the section. A roll-call was de- 
manded and the motion was lost. 

Ald. Fitch’s amendment compelling the 
road to pay the city 10 per cent of the gross 
receipts of its new lines was also lost. 

After more talk and roll-calls on amend- 
ments the ordinance was adopted by a vote 
of 44 to 21. 

Harlan and Others Talk. 


During this same fight over the West Side 
“blanket " troHey ordinance several Alder- 
men gave an amusing exhibition of states- 
men crowning themselves with laurels. 

Ald. Harlan led off by marshaling himself 
at the head of “the people,”’ who, he inti- 
mated, commissioned him to lead the as- 
sault upon “the friends of the corpora- 
tions.”’ 

‘“3It seems to me we have got in the habit 
of giving something for nothing,” said he. 
‘We are giving away miles of streets and 
we are getting nothing in return. Soon we 
will hive nothing to give away. This road 
is capitalized at $30,000,000. A large part of 
that is water. They are paying more than 
6 per cent on the capitalization, but have no 
money with which to pave our streets. This 
company has and we ought to have it. 

‘“‘Tt seems to me no matter what distance 
the gentleman who makes his office at Clark 
and Division streets is away from ink ee A 
he cannot be deprived of the mysterious influ- 
ence he wields over this body. I tell you we 
will put a stop to this. Thepeople arein the 
saddle.”’ ; , 

This speech stirred up Ald. Holman, who 
said that he had been tired of this harangue 
from the Alderman from .the Twenty-second 
Ward at every meeting. He extended an in- 
vitation to Ald. Harlan to visit his ward, but 
promised that he would have to talk to the 
wind. 

Campbell Meets Harlan. 


Ald. Campbell was the next to get tangled 
up with the Alderman from the Twenty-sec- 
ond, whom he designated a special pleader. 

Ald. Harlan retorted that he was pleading 
for Ald. Campbell’s constituents and that he 
would leave the pecple to decide between 
him and Mr. Campbell. 

Ald. Campbell referred to Ald. Harlan as 
**the young son of an eminent Judge ” with 
sarcasm in his voice. He said he was serv- 
ing the pedple when Ald. Harlan was in 
swalding clothes. 

‘“‘If you live for 100 years,” he said, ad- 
dressing Ald. Harlan, “‘ you could not do as 
much for the people as I have. No man 
shall teach me what is my duty. No man 
can talk for the people of my ward who does 
not represent it, even though he is the son of 
a great Judge. I have not had equal advan- 
tages with him in youth, but nature has 
given me sense enough to compete with him. 
When he was learning to isp ‘Mamma’ I 
was serving the people. When he talks about 
my ward und what the people there want 
I'say he is an ignoramus.’ 


To Elevate Fort Wayne Tracks. 

The Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railway track elevation ordinance was called 
up by Chairman O'Neill 6f the Track Eleva- 
tion committee and put through without and 
material amendments. 

Ald. Math offered an amendment providing 
that in case Wabash avenue, Michigan ave- 
nue, Calumet avenue, and Pratrie avenue, 
and other streets which are now closed by 
the railway tracks are ever legally opened 
the Fort Wayne, or its lessee, the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company, shall be required 
ta place subways at these crossings at its 
own expense. Ald. Math said there Was a 
distance of five-eights of a mile between 
South Park avenue and State street in which 
there is now no open street, and the or- 
dinance, passed without amendment, 
would give up the rights of the public for- 
éver. 

Ald. O’Netil moved to lay the Math amend- 
ment-on the table. He said it was absurd 
to talk of opening these streets, as the rail- 
roads owned all the property for blocks in 
both directions, and it would cost anywhere 
from $300,000 to $500,000 to open any one 
of them at the present time. 


MeCarthy Hears from O'Neill. 


Ald. McCarthy said he had gone over the 
whole ground Saturday, and to protect the 
rights of the public he seconded the amend- 
ment. 

When Ald. O'Neill called for a vote on the 
motiontotable McCarthy demanded whether 
that was his idea of track elevation. 

‘* Precious little you care about track ele- 
vation,”’’ retorted O’Neill. ‘* You have never 
voted for a track elevation ordinance and 
you never will so long as they are managed 
by a committee that has no interests at heart 
except those of the people.”’ 

McCarthy asked when O'Neill had seen 
the railroad people last. 

“There are members of the Council who 
are very industrious in calling at railroad 
offices, but I am not one of them,” an- 
ewered O'Neill in a voice that drowned even 
McCarthy's calliopean tones. 

Ald, O'Neill said he was laboring:to get 
the elevation extended to Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. He expected the raidroad officials to 
arrive this week from Pittsburg to talk 
over the matter. 

Ald. Utesch offered an amendment stfik- 
ing out the provision requiring the city to 
pay damages assessed to abutting property- 
owners, if any. Laid on table. 

Ald. McCarthy then wanted three sub- 
ways in Douglas boulevard.

JULY GRAND JURY BEGINS ITS WORK. 


Charles L. Sherlock Is Made Foreman 
and Judge Ewing Instructs as 
to Jail Cases, 


The July .grand jury was sworn in by 
Judge Ewing yesterday. All the members 
were present with the exception of John H. 
Martin, No. 4400 Indiana avenue. Charles 
L. Sherlock of the C. L. Sherlock Coal com- 
pany, No. 1331 State street, was made fore- 
man and Thomas Anderson was sworn in 


} to take the place of Martin. 


The instructions of Judge Ewing were gen- 
eral in their character, with an additional 
clause in regard to recent crimc, as follows: 

“I believe the disposing of criminals who 
are at large in Chicago is of vital interest to 
the people and to the city. There is crime in 


action of the law. There are many cases in 
-the jail which, need immediate attention.”’ 
&® This will be the last grand jury before the 
annual summer vacation. There are 75 
cases on the docket, and the list is expected 
to be swelled to 450 before the close of the 
session. it is expected that the charges of 
bribery against Aldermen and the accusa- 
tions made against Ald. Hartwick will come 
up for investigation. The Van Buren street 
loop deals may be looked into also. 

Today the charge of murder against Dr. 
Louise Hagenow, Dr: Ida Van Schultz, and 
Kmil Olson will be heard.

238 Swan street, on July 12; Jay B. Knis- 
kern, telegraph operator at Altenheim, 
charged with causing the Wisconsin Central 
railroad wreck, in which several people lost 
their lives, on July 12; and Hugo Miller, held 
on a charge of murder July 10 by Justice 
Severson.

There the physicians 
stated his injuries were of a character to 
produce death at any time. 

As Thomas Byrne of No. 1251 Western 
avenue was riding on the footboard of a 
West Madison street cable car last evening 
he struck a man riding in the same place on 
a train going in the opposite direction. It 
was just as the former train was entering 
the Washington street tunnel, and Byrne 
fell between the twocars. His left leg was 
broken and he was removed to his home.

Cairo, July 20.—There were 303 new cases 
of cholera in.Egypt on Friday and Saturday 
and 338 deaths from that disease, including 
those of three British soldiers at Wady- 
Halfa. 

Since the outbreak of cholera among the 
Egyptian troops, between <Assouan and 
Koshek, there has been a total of 260 cases 
and 165 deaths among them. Amongst the 

jritish troops there have been twenty-three 
cases and eighteen deaths. 

It has been decided, owing to the increase 
of the epidemic, to remove the whole camp 
from the Nile River bank back into the 
desert.

BADENOCH TO LOOK UP SHIRKERS. 


Chief Talks of Charges of Neglect of 
Duty by Policemen. 

Chief of Police Badenoch will look into the 
charges of neglect of duty on the part of the 
West Side patrolmen. ; 

“Assuming that THe TRIBUNE’s reports 
are correct,”’ the Chief said in discussing the 
matter yesterday, ‘the patrolmen and pa- 
trol sergeants must be shirking. Prior to 
the adoption of the straight beat system the 
average patrolman did not walk near the 
distance to which he is allotted now. The 
change took effect in the heated term, and 
as it has worked a hardship to some of the 
men a degree of leniency has been exercised. 

“The new system of making the post one 
mile long with directions to pull the boxes 
at the ends every forty minutes alternately 
enables the patrol sergeant to detect read- 
ily whether the man is traveling the post. 
It would be impossible for a man to main- 
tain a steady trudge of nine hours, and we 
do not ask him to. We give men a leeway 
of fifteen minutes at each turn of the post. 
That gives them a rest. There’is an order 
prohi®iting patrolmen from using street cars 
while they are on duty. 

** So far as men pulling the box for one an- 
other is concerned I may say the operators 
at the stations are charged with becoming 
conversant -with the voices of the men who 
report to them, and they are held accounta- 
ble for discrepancies. 

“Of course, the all-night saloons are open 
in direct violation of law. The records of 
the department will show that saloonkeep- 
ers on the West Side have been arrested 
many’times. I regret to say, though, that 
in many instances Police Justices have let 
offenders off easily. If the saloon of Ald. 
Rogers was open at 2:30 a. m. it undoubtedly 
was so in violation of the law. If policemen 
are seen entering a place where liquor is 
sold when they are on duty they are discli- 
plined.”’ 


MILWAUKEE CAR BARNS DESTROYED. 


One Fireman Fatally Injured by Fall- 
ing Walis—Loss Is $50,000—No 
Cars Are Burned.

Milwaukee, Wis., July 20.—[Special.]—The 
large barns of the Milwaukee Electric Rail- 
way and Light company, at Third and 
Chamber streets, were totally destroyed by 
fire tonight. ' 

James O’ Donnell, the Captain of Truck No. 
5, was struck by a falling wall and was 
probably fatally injured. 

The fire, which is supposed to have been of 


incendiary origin, started in the second floor. | 


It quickly ran through the big barn, which 
was a brick structure 100x150. There was 
some delay in getting a large force of en- 
gines to the scene of the fire, as the barns 
are about four miles from the center of the 
city. When the department arrived the 
whole interior of the building was in ames. 
There were only seven cars inthe barn when 
the fire was discovered and as the power was 
on the firemen and a few men who were 
about ran them out toa place of safety. 

Supt. A. W. Lynn, who was early on the 
scene, says there was nothing in the portion 
of the barn where the fire started which 
was of an inflammable nature, and he can- 
not account for its origin unless it was in- 
cendiary. After it had been burning for 
fifteen minutes the south wall fell. 

The total loss by the fire will not exceed 
$50,000, of which $40,000 ison the building 
ant “We balance on motors and other ma- 
terial.

AFTER BEING “ KILLED BY CARS.” 


His Friends by Appearing on the 
Streets When They Thought Him in 
Another World—It Is Said He Came 
Near Iming Another Enoch Arden— 
His “ Widow ” Paid for Masses for 
His Soul’s Peace. — * 


Victor Karlowsk!i, former editor of the old- 
est Polish paper in this country, the Gazeta 
Polska of this city, who, after a sudden dis- 
appearance on Good Friday, April 3, was sup- 
posed to have been killed by a railroad train 
in New York, is very much alive, and back 
in Chicago. 

Karlowski’s return last night created con- 
siderable\excitement in the Polish neighbor- 
hood along Noble street.

Noble street it was somewhat of a task for 
him to convince his friends and acquaint- 
ances that it was not his ghost they saw, and 
to induce them to converse with him. 2

While she was still deliberating as to 
whether she would take the $1,500 or bring 
action against the railroad for a larger sum, 
one Joseph Jakubowski is reported to have 
said he wanted to marry her. The story, as 
told by the returned Karlowski, is that she 
consented, but the law interfered. The 
proof of her husband’s death, which was 
scaring the railroad company, was not sat- 
isfactory to permit her to marry some one 
else, and so she had to wait without marry- 
ing until the term of years prescribed by 
law expired. Then she would be legally free 
to marry again. 

While these things wefe going on in Chi- 
cago and while Karlowski’s children were 
wearing cr@épe and went daily to church to 
pray for his departed -soul, Mr. Karlowski 
was having a hard time living away from 
home. 

The story of his journey, as told in his 
words, is as follows: 

“I left Chicago at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing on Good Friday, April 3, without one 
cent in my pecket, because all the money I 
had my wife took from me. I traveled along 
the railroad tracks of the Chicago and East- 


Danville, Ill., sick and exhausted. There I 
lay in the hospital for about two weeks. 
When'I recovered I started out again. I 
went to Evansville, Ind., and then traveled 
all over Indiana until I reached Terre Haute. 
There I remained several days, as I expected 
work at sewer digging, at which I was prom- 
ised a job. I was disappointed in my expec- 
tation and commenced to travel again. I 
went to Cincinnati. . 

**I worked on a farm near Cincinnati for 
awhile and then went to Berea, O., where 
last Saturday I learned of my supposed 
death. I immediately wrote a letter. to my 
daughter, who informed me that my wife 
wanted to marry another man. I couldn’t 
stand this, so I came home.”

last night, at No. 634 Digkson street, where 
he will remain for some tfme. His daughter, 
Mrs. Dobrzynski, is wel? known in the com- 
munity, and rejoices at having found her 
father. She asserts that she always main- 
tained that the book found Was not her 
father’s. 

Victor Karlowski is 50 years old andisa 
graduate of a university in Germany. He 
served a term in the State Legislature.

Beyond such “ glittering generalities ” as 
this Bryan did not go in his Centralia speech 
nor in those he has delivered elsewhere. He 
did not assert that free coinage at the rate of 
16 to 1 without the aid of any other nation 
will give dollars which will be equal to gold 
dollars containing 23 1-5 grains of gold. 

It was not to be expected that he would 
allege that the unlimited silver dollars will 
be as good as the gold dollars. For neither 
he nor any other Popocrat anticipates or 


dollars which are avorth as much as the 
present dollars are, whether gold, silver, or 
paper. : 

There is 500 millions of silver money now, 
every dollar of which—without the aid of 
any other nation—is worth 23 1-5 grains of 
gold.

That 
is the nub of Bryanism and Popocracy.

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THE PROPOSED PROHIBITION OF GOLD 
CONTRACTS. 

The Popocratic platform demands _ the 
free coinage of silver at the rat» of 16 to 1. 
On the heels of that demand comes another 
to the effect that * the standard silver dol- 
lar "’—weighing 371% grains and werth in- 
trinsically 53 cents—" shall be a full legal 
tender, equally with gold, for all debts, pub- 
lic and private.”

MATTHEWS IS IN EARNEST. 


Says There Are Two Ways of Stopping 
the Tracks. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 
From a statement made by Gov. Matthews 
tonight the promoters of racing at Roby, 
who are under the impression that they will 
not be interfered with this season, or,at 
least not until the September term of court 
meets in Lake County, will be much sur- 
prised before the end of this week. The 
Governor's attention was called to John Con- 
don’s interview, in which it was stated that 
racing would go on as before. 

“That is not my understanding of the 
case,’’ said he. ‘* The. Supreme Court has 
ordered the lower court to grant the injunc- 
tion on which the State applied some time 
ago, and I believe the racing can be stopped 
at once. As lIe-understand it the State has 
two ways to secure the injunction.’ An ap- 
plication can be made to the Lake County 
Judge under the décision if necessary, or 
the Supreme Court may issue an order mak- 
ing the injunction effective at once without 
waiting for action of the lower court. Just 
what course will be pursued has not been 
definitely determined on. Ex-Senator 
Kopelhe, the State’s-Attorney in Lake 
County, was expected here today for a con- 
ference with Attorney-General Ketcham, 
but did not arrive. We expect him tomor- 
row and will then decide on the best course. 
Some action will be taken at once, as there 
is no disposition on the part of the State to 
lose the advantage of the recent Supreme 
Court decision.’’

FIGURES OF THE ROADS. 


REPORT MADE BY THE INTER-STATE 


COMMERCE COMMISSION, 


Official Information on the Railway 
Business of the United States for 
the Fiscal Year—Financial and Op- 
erating Statistics—Small Increase 
in Mileage—Total Amount of Stocks 
and Bonds and the Percentage of 


Dividends, 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
Scme interesting statistics are given in the 
latest report of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, which was issued today. At- 
tention is called to three special features: 
Comparative figures for the five previous 
compliation of operating expenses 
for two years, and a table showing revenue 
and density of traffic for roads where the 
gross revenue exceeds $3, 
tables cover“the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1805, at which time 130 roads, operating 
37,855 miles, were reported'in the hands of 
receivers, showing a net decrease of twenty- 
three ‘roads and 2,963 miles of line. The 
railway capital represented by these roads 
was nearly $2,500,000,000, or about 22.2 per 
cent of the total railway capital in the 
United States. The total ‘railway mileage 
in the United States on June-@0, 1895, was 
180,657 miles, an increase for th 
1,948 miles, or 1.00 per cent, which is the 
smallest during any preceding year for 
which reports have been made to the com- 
mission. The aggregate length of all tracks 
in the United States on June 30, 1895, waa 
236,894 miles. 

The number of railway corporations on 
June 30, 1895, was 1,065, of which 1,013 main- 
tained operating accounts and 8v0 financial 
During the year fourteen roads 
were abandoned, nine merged, thirty-two 
reorganized, and twenty-eight consolidated. 

The classification of railways on the basis 
of operated mileage shows that forty-two 
companies, each operating more than 1,000 
miles, operate 100,714 miles of line, or 55.07 
per cent of the total railway mileage, and 
that 113 roads, or 12.05 per cent of operating 
each with a mileage exceed- 
ing 250 miles, operate 145,155 miles, or 80.2 
per cent of the total mileage in operation. 
The increase in number of locomotives in 
service during the year was 207, the total 
number June 30, 1895, being 35,6099, of which 
9,009 were passenger and 20,012 freight en- 
gines. 


Falling Off im Car Service. 


The number of cars of all classes reported, 
being those owned by railways, was 1,270,561, 
a decrease of 7,517 as compared with the 
Of the total 33,112 were in 
passenger service and 1,196,119 in freight 
serviee. This is a decrease of 9,056 freight 
cars, which is not wholly due to an effort to 
economize in equipment, but rather to in- 
creased use of private cars. The number of 
passengers carried per passenger locomotive 
was 50,747, or 3,007 less than in 1894. 
number of passenger miles per passenger lo- 
comotive was 1,218,967, or 225,433 less than 
in 1894, while the number of passenger cars 
per 1,000,000 passengers carried was sixty- 
five, or twelve greater than the preceding 
This is probably largely due to the 
decreased travel on account of business de- 
pression, but it also suggests that passenger 
traffic has returned to its normal condition 
previous to the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion. The number of tons of freight carried 
per freight locomotive in 1895 was 34,817, 
showing an increase of 2,908 over 1894. The 
number of ton miles per freight locomotive 
was 4,258,821, the increase over the previous 
year being 242,066. These figures indicate 
increased economy in the transportation of 
freight. )

Large Increase in Capital. 


The amount of railway capital on June 30,

Pon 30, 1895, were: $1,075,371,462, an in- 
crease of $2,000,665 for the year. Passenger 
revenue was $252,246,180, a decrease of $33,- 
103,378; freight revenue $720,995,462, an in- 
crease of $30,502,549. The expense of op- 
erating was $725,720,415, or $5,693,907 less 
than for 1804. The important unit in rail- 
way statistics designated as the coefficient 
of operating expenses, that is, the percent- 
age of operating expenses to operating in- 
come, for 1895 was 67.48 per cent; for 1890, 
65.60 per cent. The income from operation, 
$249,651,047,. though $7,703,572 greater than 
it was in 1894, was yet less than for any 
other year since 1890. The income accruing 
to railways from investments and sources 
other than operation amounted to $132,432,- 
133, a decrease of $10,884,672. The amount 
of money at the disposal of railways for 
fixed charges and dividends is the aggregate 
of income from operation and income from 
ether sources. This amount for 1895 was 
$482,083,180. Fixed charges for the year 
amounted to $425,966,921. In 1894 they were 
$3,041,389 greater. The deduction of fixed 
charges leaves $56,116,250 as net income 
from which to pay dividends. The amount 
of dividends, including $673,957 other pay- 
ments from net income, was $85,961,500, 
from which it appears that the railways of 
. the United States closed the year with a de- 
ficit-from the year’s operating of $20,845,241, 
which was met by a decrease in accumulat- 
ed surplus or by the creation of current lia- 
bilities. The corresponding deficit of the 
year ending June 30, 1894, was $45,851,204. 


Small Number of Fatalities. 


The number of railway employés killed 
during the year ended June 30, 1895, was 
1,811, and the number injured 25,696: pas- 
sengers killed, 170; injured, 2,375. The num- 
ber of passengers killed is remarkably 
small, being only one out of each 2,984,882 
carried, and only one injured out of 213,651 
carried. The lability of passengers to ac- 
cidents is better shown in the fact that 71,- 
696,748 passenger miles were accomplished 
for every passenger killed, and 6,131,977 
passenger’ miles for every passenger in- 
jured. It is suggested that this was due

NORTHERN PACIFIC WILL BE SOLD. 


Expected Effort to Postpone the Sale 
Ia Not Made. 

Milwaukee, Wis., July 20.—The properties 
of the Northern Pacific railroad will be sold 
as contemplated next Saturday, unless some- 
thing decidedly unexpected happens. All of 
the attorneys for the parties who have 
agreed upon the sale. came to Milwaukee 
this afternoon prepared to file the motion 
for a postponement, but they were given a 
great surprise, when, after the argument 
had proceeded for an hour or so, Joshua 
Stark, for the complainants, stated that no 


sale. Mr. Stark said that all he would ask 
for was the managers under the reorganiza- 
tion law be enjoined from the proceeding 
with the distribution of bonds as provided 
for by that plan. 

Col. Pettit late this afternoon filed an 
answer for the Northern Pacific company 
denying the validity of the claim presented 
by the petitioners. He read an affidavit of 
Mr. Scott, Controller of the Northern Pa- 
cific, alleging that the parties now com- 
plaining had been notified at the time the 
bonds were issued that the Northern Pacific 
company was without the corporate power 
to guarantee the bonds, and further that 
the Seattle was indebted to the Northern 
Pacific for $1,346,920.12, and that the North- 
ern Pacific company had obtained judgment 
for this amount.

CARRYING MAIL IN BAGGAGE CARS. 


Committee Says Each Road May Haul 
Matter for Its Own Employes. 

The committee of railroad men appointed 

to consider the question of carrying mail in 

baggage cars, addressed to employés of 

the company and to connecting rallroads, 

is of the opinion it is lawful for a company to 


decided it would be better for the raflroads 
to discontinue the practice of carrying mail 
intended for connecting lines and has recom- 
mended that interested roads shall discon- 
tinue this practice. 

This action of the committee is the result 
of the order of the Postmaster-General of 
two weeks ago, in which he directed in- 
spectors of the department to look into 
violations of Sec. 422, which makes it unlaw- 
ful for any person or corporation to carry 
any mail matter which should properly be 
dispatched through the mails. 

The result of this decision on the part of 
the committee will be to do away with the 
interchange of mail between companies. The 
Railway Exchange in Chicago, which has 
beem in operation for fifteen years for the 
transportation of mail from one road to 
another, has already been ordered closed. 

The committee believes the railroads have 
the right to carry mail addressed to em- 
ployés, and if the Postmaster-General per- 
sists in his ruling it is the intention to have 
the matter brought ltefore the Attorney- 
General of the United States for a ruling. 

The committee representing the railroads 
consisted of William Brown, D. M. Glover, 
E. G. Merriam, William Elmore Foster, and 
Lloyd W. Bowers.

neer of the Illinois Central; and Attorney 

. R. Babcock, for the Michigan Central. 

Mr. Kenna elucidated the scheme suggest-. 
ed by the railroads for obliterating entirely 
all grade intersections. He said it was in- 
dorsed by nine roads, while the tenth—the 
St. Charles Air Line—had not expressed an 
opinion. It would be far more expensive to 
the companies, the attorney said emphatic- 
ally, but‘it wiped out annoyances and dan- 
ger, and the city ought to let the roads put 
themselves on a basis of convenience and 
safety. ; 

He illustrated the railroad scheme with 
a map and drawings. By this plan some of 
the roatis go under Clark street and others 
over it. The street itself is raised seven feet 
by wet tahun to the necessary viaduct, 250 
feet long and at a grade of three feet to the 
hundred. 


Some Tracks Up, Others Down. 


The Western Indiana and the Santa Fé, 
which run parallel, sink their tracks seven 
feet to go under Clark street. The Lake 
Shore and Rock Island roads, also parallel, 
raise their tracks ten feet to pass over the 
Western Indiana and Santa Fé tracks. The 
St. Charles Air line, which cuts across from 
the lake te the rivér, would then have to 
elevate its tracks twenty-seven feet to find 
a 7 independent of all others. 

hether the St. Charles Air line will agree 
to this plan is yet unanswered. 

If this plan should be carried out the Chi- 
cago, son and Nerthern, leased to the 
Illinois Central, would be compelled toclimb 
from the present grade twenty-seven feet 
to gain the Air line tracks for connection 
with the lessee road.
